the field and extended. to the south* partly parallel to the road uiider 
construction, Three ranps , each 15 x 5 *5 naters, were being bu5.lt in the 
area between the railroad siding and the nev road 0 Two oi' the ranps vrer.e 
conoleted by 23 0ctober o Opposite to the rapps and east of the road under 
construction, three shed-liíce low brick buildlngSj, each 14 x 8 >5 meters, 
v;ith wooden roofs were heing erected in the s^uthwestern corner of J&gen 
115 0 These buildings v/ere referred to as storage facilities (Aufbewahrungs~ 
stelle) by the cons truction staff, A buiiding, 20 x 6 e 5 meters* with a 
fore part, 6x5 iaetors, at the northern side, was uncor construction ïn 
the northeastern corner of Jagen 104, close to the new road* Just south 
of this building, work was being aone on ahother building, 15 x 10*5 neters, 
apparently the guardhouse. The latter twn buildings were two-saory tjjnber 
framework structures v/j.th an insulating layer In the v&lls.» They were 
plastered in the inside. The workers at thé field referred to the cpnstructio?.

10« About three fourths of the ;joints on the runway were filled with bitumen 
by 7 Noveïïiber e The filling of joints aleo cortinued on the taxlway,

vdth a tldckness of 40 cm a«. the top and 2 meter at the bottonu The space 
between the concrete walls uas filled witt earth at the end cf October and

and fine chippings» Alnut 15 neters west of the ranp there was a staked-

12« The strips referred to as harps north of the western end of the ' runway 
wera conpleted br late October, The individual strips \7ere 10 neters 
apart* Of the strips south of the eastern end of the runway six we:re 
concreted and preparation work for the conaretlng of the other strips 
was eor.pletad by 7 'íovenber* The drainage ditch along the northern edga 
of the runway and about three fourths of the snuthern drainage ditch 
v/ere corpleted • 1 


13. Construction work was started on a platfonn f 60 neters long and 5 meters 

id.de * along the railroad line leading from Vogelsang westward to t'he airfield ? 
t-eginning at kiloneter narker 11. A strotch of 45 neters had already been 
planked* The platform was to be provided with a wooden roof slanting to the 
rear , Of this roof a stretch of about 10 naters was completed by early Novembsa 

14» Of the six excavated holes for the fuel dimo two were filled up agaiiw Ahout 
150 rieters west of the planned road and about 50 neters north of the spur 
track, five concrete blocks were being erected in tv/o parallel rows, one 
ro\* consisting of 3 blocks, each 2.50 x 1*5 x 1*2 meters, and the other 
row consisting of 2 blocks, each 1*2 x 1*2 x 1*2 neters. The two intervals beti ien 
the 3 blocks of the former row were 19*7 meters and 12 noters frarr vest to 
east o The distance betv/een the ti-jo rov/s of blocks was about 15 neters* Between 
the northern and southern bloclts, a ditch, 150 cm wide and 1 ir<eter deep* was 
being excavated and provided with a 10-crn concrete bottoiïio from this ditch 
faranch ditches extended to the individual doncrete blocks and the purping 
house. Along the northern side of the pumping house there were six apertur es ,, 
each 30 x 25 neters, leading into the hasemsnt* Allegedly, pipes are to Ve 
laid in the ditches and gasoJ.ine purtps are to be installed on the concrete blo< ís« 
The puinpe are to transfer the fuel frorri the railroad tank cars on the apur tra z 
into the gasoline pipe leading to the pumping house. From the pumping house 5 
the fuel can be compressed into the individual fuel containers* Source deteriai, id 
that the pipeline has a length of 49 meters from the point where it hranches 
between the two eastorn concrete blocks to the bend at the northeastern cor ner 
of the pumping house* No finished containers were installed in the fcur holes 
at the fuel dunp P but the containers were asserbled of sheet iron on the spot. 

The containers, the sides and bottoms of which v/ere v/elded together of iron 
plates 4 mm and 7 mm thick respectively, résted on concrete rings, 80 csm 
thick and filled with earth. In early Fovember, surveying work was being done 
on a scheduled road which is to lead in the extension of the connectíng lane 
between the runway and southern taxivmy to the fuel duirp, as far as thi r.pur 
track* Source made a sketch of the field artd the fuel dump* 2 


15* Tbe nunber of personnel at the field was meanwhile reducecL Sone of tha

17. During a conference held v/ith the Soviet construction staff at the fielci on 
28 Octobei*, the Ooviets nentioned 30 June 1954 as target da.te for the 
coirpletion of the airfieldo According to a Soviet officer, a sum of 16 
railiion eastnarks was available for the wor k still to be executedc 9 
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18 On 31 Oc+.ober, source determned that hardstands with shrapnelproof 

aircraft revetnents, as had been previously constructed at Werneuchen 
airfield, vrere not planned to be built alonj; the sautherD etS^íonp 
Schorfheide airfield, but zigzag roads, each about 1,000 '-etors long, 

20 neters uide and with a 20-cm cor.crete top layar, viere to oe hoilt 
froin the ends of the runvay. The road from the eastern end vas toj«d 
into the wood near Beberaee (lake), where the cuttmg of trees had 
already started „ Each road was allegedly to be "?rovided with hardsta^ 
with shramelprcof aircraft revetments for JJ5 aircraft „ bom.je oeaieveo 
the shraonelnrooí wa31s were to be built differently tr<x& those 
at Werneuchen! Thê inner side of the sloping «11 'as to be covereo wytn 
concmteslabs, while the outer side was to be filleo up with sand. 4 

19. On 31 October» work on the runway, southern taxiway and eonnecúing lanes 
ms conpleted except for the filling of joints, as regrxndxng work had 
to be done at a considerably larger scale than previously assusfte „ 

Ule<»edly, ahout 600 vorkers vrere to remedn at the field durinj; the 

winier months, while soire oí’ the laborers veretotransfertoother^ 

construction projects and otbers were to be disnissed.l l^^ Tsirbene .k 
(fnu) was re 3 ponsible for construction worJ on xhe runway» zl^zag roads 
and hardstands * ^ 

pn At thP bef?innirg nf Novenber, construction work was being done on a xuel 
*■ Lp °oSÏÏ 6 of fo* contáinerr, e.op »ith . holdins o.p.oity f jf 

cubic meters . The containers were 14.6 meters in diameter, about ^-etars 
high and partly underground. They were made ox steel plates 4 to 6 mm tnu.1. 
AHer the installation of the containers w?vs done, concreto prote -tioit wal.a 
were to be erected and sufcsequently the cpntainers were to be covered witb 
earth. The construction of another fuel dump was planned av a pla.e i,2Cw to 
1,300 meters east of the Vietmannsdorf-Groas doelln road. The tanks are to 
be filled from railrcad tanlt cars by means of a puapmg statxon. t 

21, An ammunition dump wfis under construction southwest of Grunewa La„ It viae 
to be supolied with ourrent through a tiansforner station which 
was to be erected there. Ateut one thirc. qf the ammunition aump was tnt* 
completed tr/ 15 Decemher 1953» Further construction plans had not yet oeen 
isBued to the construction staff at the field 0 3

24, The entire runvjay and taxi’way were completed and cleaned by 13 Hovemter 
and the construction implements were rerioved c During the first half of 
Novenber , every second joint of the runway was being grinded to a depth 
of 15 cm and filled with tar. 

25. The two dispersal areas, refex*red to as harps, in the northwestern and 
southmstern corners of the runway v/ere concreted by 10 Movember , A 
construction superintendent stated that these harps were to be used as 
parking lots for tank trucks^and that a concrete road would be built to these 
areas e Construction v/ork was being d^ne cn disperral areas on bcth sides ox 
the taxiway which branches off to the south from the western and eastern 
ends of the runway. A total of four such dispersal areas were scheduled to 
be built. Clearing and upmoting work vas started on a terrain, about 2 km 
long and 500 meterswide, extending fron the southeastern corner of the 
taxiv/ay tov/ard Bebereee. Allegedly, dispersal arpas with conerete shraonel- 
proof revetments were to be constructed there© ^ 

26« Grading v/ork on the connecting lane betwpen the taxiway and fuel diaip in 
Jagen 162 was coripl etecl by 13 November* The lane was scheduled to be 
coricreted before the winter. The circular road around tbe fuel ámrp was 
not yet entirely graded. The pumping house in the fuex dump wiiich x/as 
about 3o5 neters high had at its southern eide a door, about 1.5 neters 
high 5 from which several pipes emerged <, These pipes which vrere laid in a 
ditch on a level concrete bottom teminated at large corcrete blocks 
located along the railroad line leading i'ron Vogelsang to the airfield. 

The fuel allegedly was to be transferred in these pipes to the fuel 
contairxers via tl»e pumoing house. No conuecting pipes ha.d as yei been 
laid from the puraping house to the fuel tanks, In early Hovei'ber, a large 
crane transportsd steel plates to the excavations for the fuel containers, 
xjhere the plates were weldsd together on the spot. On 13 November* source 
obssrved the bottoms of two contaxners, each about 14 meters wide* The 
steel plates used v/ere 6 to 8 vm thick and 4x1.5 meters large» 2 

27* The construction slte between Kurtschlag and Grunewald was loca'^ed in 
Jagen 115 and fcordered on the railroad line to Yogelsang to the north 
antí on the Sehdenick-Kurtrchlag road to the south, On this site, work 
v/as being done on a concreta road. which branched oxf írom the Zehdaaick*- 
Kurtschlag road, about 1.5 km west of Kurt?chlag and extended to tha north. 
The road bed was being leveled and covered with á layer of concreie 15 cn 
thick e A streioh of 50 rr.eters was complated by^l3 Noveraber. Work w as furthar 
being done on a railroad siding to the amiQunitxon dump with shuntxng 
facilities and on three concrete ramps. This railroad siding branchad off frc 
the spur track to the field. Three foundation walls of buildings waro 
observed behind the rampso About 70 men worked on tfce constructio n siue in 
mid-November * 3 
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28, At the beginnlng of Movenbar, eoil was being cut in the area 

between the runway antl the northern edge of the field, p.iled up at th^ 
side y and then hauled away for filling the owo plts eouo.i of the tiixijay» 
Allegedly, the area we.s to be filled up witin top soil 

2*3. In laid-November , about 1,500 workere were er.ployed at tha field. A 
oortion of the work force was given notice for 25 November. It vas 
ruirored that a total of 720 to 800 raen, inqluding administrative personnel, 
'jould be employed during the winter months, Construction 

Kunze (fnu) stated that large scale concreting work was soheduied for^he 
snring of 1954 The concrete mixing machines and distributors, after b- g 
overhauled, were erected for future enployrent in the southeasterr corner 
of the construction siteo The cenent storage sheds were filled up and^ 
gravel and chippings arrived in mid-Novereber.. Cleaning up work was beiag 
done on the entire construction site and the construction naterial 
hauled to the storage nlaces. A portion of the rails and field rai.lway 
locomotives was being shipped to Tutow and ï'agdeburg „ 7/ 
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Conn'ent. At Schorfheide airfield work was conpletsd on the runway,^ 
TTre-stfuthern taxiway, and the dispersal ar.sa, referred to as ^ ps , a , the 
northwestern and southeastern ends of the runway. The f , 

according to which the harps are to be usea as pw-king lots fo1 
trucks, is believed to be correct „ One source provrdes a skeich oi tbe^ 
harps at the southeastern end of the runway and of the dispersal area , wee 
the runway and taxiws.y close to the eastern end of the ruw> 
see Annex 1, The same dispersal area wae built at the western end of the 
runuay and harps were constructed northwest 6f the western end»
